I have just realized that trying to use two hamstick antennas ( same 
freq.) in a vertical phased array is a tedious 
task indeed. I tried to use the MFJ antenna analyzer to 
adjust each hamstick to frequency. Funny, but the frequency that the 
hamstick is supposedly designed for falls considerably lower in frequency 
than advertised. It seemed that shortening 
the whip changed the antenna resonance only slightly. The length of the 
radial made a great deal of difference. 

The question arises, " how many radials does it take for the hamstick to 
resonate on the frequency intended???" 

Somehow, I get the impression that it will take a great many radials 
before the antenna resonates on frequency. 


If anyone has any ideas, I certainly would appreciate your input.

How long does a 9V battery last in the Pixie II? A good question, 

but it depends... 
1. What battery? I'm using a Radio Shack "Extra Life" 9V. 

It's the one that is the cheapest from RS, around a $1 or so. I suppose 

the alkaline would get better service, and at a higher battery cost. 
2. I listen alot, so battery drain is not as much as if I called 

CQ after CQ. My 9V battery measured 6.6 volts just before my 

third QSO and after about 2 weeks of experimenting and just listening. 
3. Using a lab, variable-voltage power supply, the receiver 

still responded to signals with as little as 1 to 1.5 volts. It 

transmitted 

a signal although the output was quite low. It was not measured. 


I suppose that a modified Pixie II would drain a 9V battery faster. 
An example would be perhaps change of the RF output 2N2222 to 

a transistor of more power out. This would certainly use up a 9V 
faster, especially if one transmitted a lot.

FYBO Forcast: It will be a nice day, with good propagation to all points 
in North America. The geomagnetic field should be quiet and stable. The 
10 day forcast is appended below. Contest activity runs from 1600 to 0400 
utc.

It looks like 15 meters will open up for 1200 mi paths from 1600 to 2200 
utc. If we get a surge of sunspot activity, 10 meters may also be open... 
check WWV at 18 minutes past the hour for a solar flux reading above 100. 
During the day, you can expect your strongest signals/distance to be a 300 
mile radius on 40 meters, a 750 mile radius on 20 meters, and 1200 mi 
radius on 15 meters.

>From SE US, 15 meters will be strong from 1600 to 0000, 20 meters from 2100 
to 0100, and 40 meters from 0200 to 0400. 


>From Chicago, 15 meters from 1700 to 2300, 20 meters from 1600 to 0200, and 
40 meters from 2300 to 0400. 


>From Dallas, 20 meters from 1600 to 0100, 40 meters from 2200 to 0400. 80 
meters will be open after 0000. 


>From Montana, 20 meters from 1600 to 0100, 40 meters from 2300 to 0400, and 
80 meters after 0130. 


>From NW US, 20 meters from 1600 to 0200, 40 meters after 2300, and 80 
meters after 0200. 


>From San Francisco, 20 meters from 1700 to 2300, 40 meters early from 1600 
to 1800, and after 2200.

Digikey carries the Panasonic line of NiCads. Panasonic has one series that 
is higher capacity than most. I often specify them in designs for my day 
job. 


If by 'ampacity' you mean the ability to deliver very high currents for a 
short period of time, any NiCad cell will do that better than almost any 
other chemistry. When fully charged, they have the lowest internal 
resistance. In one of my commercial designs, I used a 9 (7.2) volt NiCad to 
run a 50watt electronic load for very short periods. 


I suspect, however, that you are just looking for a battery that will run 
small stuff for as long as possible. For that, the Panasonic high 
performance cells are best.

The Costco price for 8 AA's is between $6 and $8. They last 
long enough that I've had a chance to forget their price! 


As good as they are, I've found that the Eveready rechargeables 
seem to last a little bit longer. My panasonics have seen a lot 

of use though. They all end up with a powder crystaline "dendritic" 
growth that can be zapped with a Car Battery and 22 AWG supply wire 
that melts..... Use Safety goggles. But they usually die 

about 3 months later anyway. And the growths can't be burnt away 
anymore. 


The Eveready rechargeables eventually need the same treatment, but 
seem to last 6 months to a year longer. But the panasonics are 
available at half the price at costco. 


The Panasonics have a small plastic covering and on the negative 
end this partially covers what is normally a fully exposed metal 
bottom. I don't like this. In some battery fixtures the small 

circle of the negative connection spring is too wide in diameter 


and the panasonic battery doesn't connect.... I've had to use 
needlenose plyers to tighten the arc of the spring. This problem 
is more prevalent in equipment using D cells, however. 


I recommend you purchase or make a small battery checker, one that 
places the recommended resistive load on the battery under test. 
Keep the tester near the charger and charge batteries in groups 
having similar usage levels.

This is a repost, as I think it got lost in the shuffle when we changed 
email programs here. :-) 


Lately there has been talk about reversing the paddles to move the 
finger pieces closer together. It appears this would take a fair amount 
of extra work for Doug, KE6RIE. 


I have an alternative to offer, which has worked well for me. 


The objective is to move closer together the two paddle surfaces that we 
actually touch. I accomplished this by making the fingerpieces from two 
guitar picks. 


I used picks made for electric bass guitar players, as they are fairly 
thick. My micrometer says they are .05 inch thick, and are plenty 
stiff. 


The slick part is they come in all sorts of colors or patterns. Mine 
are a sort of dark orange/brown tortoise shell, like some glasses 
frames. 

They shape easily with a file or sandpaper, but in use feel as stiff as 
the regular plastic fingerpieces. The general triangular shape is 
almost perfect as they 

come. I did square off one point to better match the attachment point 
on the end of the arm. 


The effective separation of the touching surfaces of the 
fingerpieces is noticeably less than with the thick plastic finger 
pieces, as the picks are almost centered on their respective paddle 
arms. 


Give this a try before going to the expense of redesigning the paddle 
arms. Works fine, lasts a long time :-) 


I'll bring mine to the NorCal meeting Sunday if anyone is interested. 
Actually, I'll bring them anyway. :-)

In 1996 I was going through a stack of magazines as I was trying to clean 
out my shack (still working on that one) and I came across a familiar copy 
of QST. There on the cover was the famous Doug DeMaw version of the Tuna 
Tin 2 40 meter transmitter. Hey, this would make a neat article for QRPp, 
but there is a small problem in that Radio Shack doesn't stock one of the 
inductors. Dave Meacham, W6EMD quickly agreed to help me by updating the 
parts to ones readily available today, and I would lay out a new board. 
About a week later Dave emailed me the information, and I was ready to go. 
I layed out the board, but it was a lousy job, and I was not happy with it. 

I built the circuit, tested it and never finished it by putting it into 
the tuna can chassis. The article was published in QRPp, and I even forgot 
to put the schematic in there, but there was hardly a response, only 1 or 2 
queries, so I forgot about it. 

Then Ted Wagner posted to QRP-L that he wanted to build the Tuna Tin 2, 
and I got all inspired to do it again, but right this time. I had 
purchased the professional version of CirCad ($295 with my discount for 
being a ham), and this was the perfect chance to use it. The schematic 
was drawn in, the board layed out, and I offered the files to others on the 
list. Wow! What a response, 57 sets of files sent out in 2 days. Plus, 
suggestions that NorCal do a series on the companion receiver, the Herring 
Aid 5, the VFO which is caled the Chopped Beef Slider, and the Amp, named 
the Codzilla. Since I am not a designer and need lots of help with design 


work and modifications, I put a want out on the list, and Glen Torr from 
Australia and Bruce Muscolino from Maryland stepped forward to do the 
updating of the rigs. Gary Diana and David Adams offered to make proto 
boards. The project was named the "Back to the Future Project", and it was 
off and running. 

Wednesday the boards came in the mail. One from Dave Adams, and two from 
Gary Diana. (Don't ask, Jim Cates gets the extra board!!) I decided to 
build the board from Gary because it fit inside the tuna can and I wanted 
to mount it just a little bit differently. I couldn't wait to get home 
from school and get the parts together out of my junkbox.

This took about an hour to find all the parts. Had to go to the store to 
get the tuna. The first thing that I did was to wind the transformer and 
the inductor for the low pass filter. Took about 10 minutes, used the Bic 
lighter to burn off the insulation, and used two colors of wire, red and 
green for the transformer windings, so that I could keep them straight. 


I then took the pe board and drilled a mounting hole for the 1/8" key jack 
that goes on the board. It goes in the rectangle that has been etched out 
to give clearance, as the key jack must be insulated from ground. DeMaw 
applies the B+ voltage to the circuit through the keyjack, so your key is 
part of the 12V system. Make sure that you don't use a keyer with this 
rig, as the keying output will have 12V across it, and it won't like it. 

Next was the best part, soldering in the components. I like to build by 
putting in all the resistors first, then the caps, and the last thing that 
I put in are ICs, Transistors and inductors. I used the parts layout and 
the schematic to place the parts, checking each twice to make sure that I 
had it in the right place, and still I made a mistake, soldering in a 100 
pF cap where a 100 ohm resistor went. But a little solder braid, some 
heat, and the part was quickly switched out for the correct one. 

When I finished the board, I laid it aside, after taking it in to show my 
wife. My wife is a jewel, but she just doesn't get excited over radios. 

In fact the opposite is true, I think that they bore her. I showed her the 
board, she looked up, smiled, and said, "Nice dear," and went back to her 
cross stitch. That was better than a "roll of the eyes and a knowing look 
at my daughters" that I used to get. 

The next part wasn't as bad as I thought it would be. I had decided to 
mount my board a little differently than DeMaw. He used a nibbling tool to 
cut out the bottom of the can, leaving about a 1/4" rim around the bottom 
and then soldered the board to the rim and used the tin upside down with an 
open bottom. I decided to use 3 angle brackets and mount the board on the 
top of the can, the open side. The board that Gary did for me just fit 
into the can, so it was perfect for this approach. Don't worry, Dave, 
your board gets built tomorrow!! I first drilled the 4 holes in the can 
sides for the toggle switch and the 3 RCA jacks, then I used a center punch 
with a tapered shaft to ream the holes for a good fit on the jacks. I 
mounted the jacks, and then connected all of the grounds with hookup wire. 
The next step was to make the power connection from the power jack to the 
keyjack, then the antenna terminal to switch 1, and the other 2 connections 
of switch one to the board and to the receiver antenna jack. Capacitor 
C10, the 22uF/25 volt electolytic is mounted off the board. I put it right 
at the power jack across the input and the ground. When you do this, make 
sure that you have the right polarity. The switch was mounted, and I 
mounted it with a vertical on-off motion just as Doug did. 

The mounting of the board was the next step. I spaced the 3 L brackets 
that are tapped on one side and drilled the holes in the can. I mounted 
the brackets on the can and then positioned the circuit board on top, 
making sure that nothing was in the way. Marked the holes, drilled them, 
and then mounted the board with three screws. I like this much better, as 
I can get at the circuit and make changes if necessary or show it off to 
other QRPers who always want to see inside! 

The rig is now finished. I love it. Small, compact and a piece of 
yesteryear. It reminded me of when I was first licensed. Paul Harden will 
do a series of tests of the rig for me next week. I will take it to the 
NorCal meeting on Sunday, and then ship it to Paul Monday. One of us will 


post the results to the list. Have a good weekend. 72, Doug, KI6DS
